\s  the  (JucIpi'c  and  l^akc  St.  .lohn  Kailway  rails  norlh-uislwaid  IVoin  the  Citv 
of  fjnchcc  in  a  dircrtioii  suilalijc  tor  the  .-hort.'st  location  ol  this  railway,  and  as  tlie 
rivt'is  lloaiiiy-  into  |,ak.  .st.  John  on  the  onesid-  and  .lames  llav  on  the  other  oiler 
a  route  which  will  ^ive  the  ea  iest  srr.idieiits  crossinir  tin-  hei<jrht  of  land  heiween 
the  waters  llowiii!,' into  thi- St  Lawrence  and  those  llowiiiir  into  .fames  l!ay,  and 
as  this  route  will  -rive  the  railway  the  ailvanlage  ol  two  eastern  seaports,  iiaiiielv, 
"^nehec  and  (.'hicoulimi,  it  has  heen  decided  to  make  use  of  that  line  hetwee'n 
Quebec  and  its  north-\vest«Mii  tenniiius  at  IJoberval,  Lake  ."<t.  .lohn. 

Work  was  accordiliirly  coimnenced  at  iioberval  on  the  -Jxth  .Iiiue.  r.ioi,  in  the 
presence  of  an  inuuense  concourse  of  people,  the  clcniy  of  the  distri- t  uivintr  the 
enterpri.se  evidence  of  their  sympathy  and  .supi)ort  by  an  impre.s>ivi-  religious 
ceremonial  on  that  occasion.  Sixty  miles  of  the  railwav  have  also  been  located 
from  K'oberval  westward  towards  .fames  l!ay,  and  the  pl.ms  and  pidliles  have  been 
deposited  with  the  Dominion  and  Provincial  ( iovernm-nts  aciordmu'  to  law. 

The  lirst  division  of  the  railway  from  Woherval  to  .lames  Hay, -i-o  miles  in 
lenirth,  will  pass  throiiirh  the  centre  of  the  new  territory  recently  acrjuired  bv  the 
Province  of  (Quebec  from  the  l/oininioii.  so  tli;\t  it  would  be  in  •"'-  Miterest  of  the 
1  r)vince  to  develop  this  new  territory,  TO.OiiO  srjuare  miles  in  a,  ;  Ipv  this  route. 
ill  prefcreiio,' to  any  other.  Application  has  been  made  to  the  l'ro\  c,.  i,,r  a  laini 
jr.aiit,  and  the  (juestiouis  now  under  consideration.

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By  an  act  ol  the  Dominion  I'arliament  i)assed  in  ISO.")  and  ainended  in  1897,  a 
ter  was  grant. 'd  lor  a  railway  I'roni  the  City  ol  Quel)ee,  passinu-  north  ol'  Lake 
nipesr,  to  I'ort  Simpson  on  the  I'acilie  coast,  with  a  branch  to  Montreal,  and 
•  barter  is  now  hi-ing  amended  to  provid.^  lorbranche-.  to  Winnipeg  and  Toronto, 
lo  give  the  Company  the  option  to  start  Iroin  Lake  St  John  instead  ol'  Quebec! 

The  annexed  map  shows  the  i>roposed  line  from  »iuebeo  and  from  the  head  of 
gallon  of  the  Kiver  Sauneiiay  to  James  I!av,  and  thence  tom^hini;' the  north  end 
die  ^VinnipeL^  pa>sin<-'  through  the  Tea.  e  River  district  and  the  l'.>ace  or  Pine 
r  pass,  to  Tort  Simpson  on  the  Pacilic  coast,  with  branches  to  Toronto  and 
nipeg

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is  (irmly  belicv'od  that  Quebec  can  bo  made  a  winter  port  for  ocean  vessels  of 
jsuitabie  construction.  The  Haltic  until  a.  lew  years  asro  was  closed,  like  the  8t. 
Lawrence,  all  winter.  Now.  it  is  re'.jlarly  and  sal'ely  navisated  all  winter  by 
many  steamers  carrying  Irom  ."i.OOO  to  8,000  tons  of  freitrht,  and  with  no  ditficulty 
as  to  insurance.  In  any  ease,  there  can  be  no  dilliculty  in  making:  a  winter  port 
at  Chicontimi.  The  itv  in  the  Saiiuenay  is  nioslly  salt-water  ice.  easily  broken, 
the  Sairuenay  otieis  [lerlect  safety  for  ships,  ln'in^  ail  deep-wairr  and  protected 
from  snow -storms  by  wall-like  banks;  and  the  f«t.  Lawrence  from  the  Sairuenay  to 
the  sea  has  none  of  the  shoals  and  other  obstacles  which  exist  to  some  extent  be- 
tween Tadousac  and  (Jiieljcc.  Should  these  poits  be  temiioraiiiy  inarcessihle  at  any 
time  in  winter,  the  bridge  now  beinjrlmilt  at  Quebec  will  ui  •■  this  railway  short 
and  easy  access  to  the  winter  ports  of  Halifax  and  St  .lohn. 

4.  t'LiM.ATK. — The  Worst  climate  to  be  met  with  on  the  |>roposed  line  will  be 
that  ot  the  country  i)et\veen  Lake  St.  .John  and  .lames  Hay.  Ke<  ent  inl<M  ination 
jroes  to  show  that  this  has  been  entirely  misre|)r.sented.  <  )l)ser\  atioiis  lakeii  at 
Moose  haehiry,  on  .lanes  Bay,  prove  that  the  averau'  summer  temperature  during 
live  yi'ais  was  somewhat  waimer  than  t'hicoutimi,  and  ihrei'  dii^iei  s  warmer  than 
Kimouski,  and  that  the  average  snow-fall  was  half  that  of  Montreal.  So  that  Irom 
a  climatic  point  of  view,  anything  which  can  be  grown  at  Rimouski,  Chicoutimi  or 
Winnipeg,  can  be  grown  in  the  .Fames  l!ay  territoiy. 

.">.  Son.— Kecent  explorations  prove  that  the  soil  in  (he  James  Bay  territory 
is  .'(jnal  to  that  of  the  St.  Lawriiice  valley.  That  of  the  immense  I'eai  e  River 
valley  is  well  known  for  its  fertility,  and  present  inlbrmation  goes  to  show  that  the 
country  beiween  .lames  liay  and  Lake  Winnipeg,  and  between  Lake  Winnipegand 
IVaee  Itiver,  is  also  exci'lleiit.  So  that  it  may  be  said  that  the  whole  country  from 
the  Sagueiiay  to  the  b'ockies  is  lit  for  settlement  and  for  the  raising  ol'  cereals,  and 
conld  support  a  population  of  many  millions,  siitlicient  in  lact.  if  thi'  /one  between 
this  line  anil  the  C  I'.R.  were  settled,  to  raise  breadstulFs  for  the  British  Isles,  and 
make  them  indei)endent  of  all  loreign  eountries. 

tJ  Mim:i;ai.s  .v.mi  Timbek.— The  reports  of  the  Geological  Department  indi- 
cati'  that  this  country  is  rich  in  minerals.  Tlie  best  of  iron  is  lound  in  the  .lames 
Bay  country,  loi;i'iher  with  lignite  coal  and  copper.  The  district  north  of  Peace 
River  abounds  m  |)etroleuin.  and  the  country  lietween  the  Rockies  and  the  I'acilic 
coast  in  bituminous  and  anthracite  coal,  gold  and  copper,  and  a  braucji  Irom  this 
line  Would  oiler  the  shortist  route  on  (."anadian  soil  to  the  Yukon  i>old  lields  should 
a  railway  ever  be  needed  to  that  country.  The  .lames  Bay  district  and  the  coun- 
try east  and  \v<st  (jf  Lake  Winnipeg  are  timliered  with  the  best  of  spruce,  and  the 
rivets  abound  in  water-powers  to  convert  this  timber  into  pulp  and  paper. 

7  Mii.iT.viiY  .\Nii  N.w.vi.. — In  the  event  of  hostilities  with  our  neighbois, 
which  It  i.-?  .•-incercly  10  be  hcped  may  never  cciur,  the  prcsiMit  ('.  1*  R.  line  could 
be  broken  in  twenty  places  in  a  week,  and  comniunicatioii  woiihl  never  be 
rcstoied.  The  inoposed  line  beinii'  Irom  -Wi)  to  tin'i  miles  Irom  the  Ironlier,  pro- 
tected by  fleets  at  (^uebe  ■.  Samiiliay,  Notlaway  anil  I'ort  Slinpsmi,  would  be 
impregnable,  and  for  this  reason  should  receixf  the  support  ot  tli  British  Uovern- 
meiit  This  support  need  not  be  costly,  as  the  price  ofa  battle  ii[>  per  annum 
Would  p;iy  the  interest  on  the  cost  ol  the  whole  undertaking. 

5.  MvMfniiA, — The  branch  to  Winnipeg  would  give  the  I'luvinci-  of  Mani- 
toba its  shortest  and  cheapest  outlet  to  the  seal)oaril.  The  savinii  in  distance,  the 
1  >vel  charactir  ol  the  road  and  the  consei|Ueiil  easy  gradients,  would,  it  is  estimat- 
ed, make  It  prolitable  to  haul  wheat  to  the  .seaboard  at  seven  cents  jier  bushel  less 
liian  it  now  costs  the  tanner  of  Maiutobi.  Tins  saving,  even  on  the  piesi'tit  crop. 
Would  nearly  pay  the  interest  on  the  cost  of  the  road.  Should  the  navigation  of 
Hudson  Straits  ever  prove  practicable,  the  distance  from  Winnipeg  to  the 
Strait^  via  .Vottaway  Would  !)■  no  greater  than  via  ('hnreliill.  and  tlirouuh  a 
much  iieitcr  c(juniry.

For  all  thfsc  reasons  we  think  Ihat  thi-  line  indicatud  on  the  fiidosod  map 
would  be  the  he>t  lhat  could  be  built,  Iroiii  an  Imperial  as  w.-ll  as  Canadian  i>iiint 
of  view,  and  it  should  not  be  iorsro'tcn  that  lor  its  entire  length  it  will  |)as>s  throuirh 
a  tountry  between  latitudes  47  and  ■)4,  or  :i;  the  si"ne  geographieal  position  as 
I'aris,  Berlin  and  Warsaw  in  Kuro|)e. 

The  great  Knaiioial  success  achieved  by  the  Canadiai'.  I'acific  has  rendered  it 
much  easier  to  secure  ca|)ital  lor  such  an  undertakitiar  a«  this  than  it  was  tweuty 
years  ago,  and  the  project  should  not  have  the  antagonism  of  the  capital  interested 
in  the  Canadian  I'acilic.  as  it  must  be  benelicial  to  that  road  by  putting  population 
into  the  zone  of  country  between  the  two  lines. 

The  Transl'anada  might  reailil"  be  am.diramated  with  Messrs.  McKenzi,- Jfc 
Mann's  Canadian  Northern,  as  ilslocuiion  from  the  Saskatchewan  to  Port  ?itn|son, 
and  from  Manitoba  to  (Juebec,  would  be  the  best  that  mid  be  selected  lor  outlets 
to  both  oceans  for  that  road.

».!•  im>.-  ieason  to  expe.  t  that  the  Province  of  (^luebec  will  ^nant  a  subsidy 
of  land,  probably  JO, UO<i  acres  per  mile,  lor  the  liist  mi  lion  of  this  railway  from 
Lake  St.  John  to  .lames  l!ay,  about  o80  miles,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  Province  ot 
Ontario  may  grant  a  similar  subsidy  from  James  liay  to  the  western  boundary 
of  the  Province  near  l..ake  W '  uiipeg 

If  the  Dominion  (lovermn.  nt  would  grant  usual  double  subsidy  ol  ¥'',100 

per  mile,  it  is  belii'ved  that  a  iinancial  basis  w  <\  l)e  established  which  would 
secure  the  necessary  capital  lo  carry  out  this  nid.^i  important  undertakinir  which 
will  make  Canada  a  solid  country  wiih  breadth  and  grent  aiiricultural  resi>r,.,;es, 
insteadof  a  fringe  of  settlement  subject,  as  it  now  is,  to  the  good  will  — from  day 
to  day— of  our  i)owerful  neighbors  to  the  South. 

Where  lb.'  liii"  i»asses  through  Dominion  lands  it  ,voiild  ol  course  be  exp'Cted 
that  the  Dominion  wiii  grant  the  same  land  subsidy  as  the  Piovincial  (Sovern- 
menis.

"  This  terrilory  is  very  8uitablt>  lor  sittlctncnt  and  thw  litnd  is  fifst-ciiis's  From 
Lake  TeiniHcaiiiinirui',  whioh  is  tl.iO  ft-ft  ahovo  the  sea,  to  Jloosf  Factory,  u  ilislaiic^ 
of  ;^0()  miles  isoiu-  hlar.k  clay  i)laiii,  very  suitable  H.r  uTain.  and  well  wooded  with 
maple  and  other  hardwoods.  At  I  lie  height  of  land,  'M20  feet  above  the  sea.  pine  is* 
found  in  abundance,  also  some  very  lar;re  popliir  From  I,ake  Abittibi  to  .lames 
Bay  the  finest  spruce  in  America  is  to  be  louiid,  and  on  the  south  side  of  the 
mountains  some  red  pine. 

ThmpekatURK  : — The  thermometer  has  bei'U  as  low  as  .'.0  below  zero  at  .Moose 
Factory — in  summer  as  hisrh  as  ]00  above;  at  the  heiijht  of  land  the  summers 
are  colder;  avera!j:e  snow-fall  thre.-  leet,  which  is  much  less  tlian  at  Quebec. 

I'hoducts  : — The  best  possible  potatoes  and  all  root  crops,  are  jrown  here. 
Grain  has  not  been  tested  to  any  j;reat  extent.  I  think  wheat  would  succeed  as 
well  as  in  Manitoba.  Oats,  hay  and  barley  would  lertainly  succeed.  Natural  hay, 
excellent  for  cattle-raising,  is  very  plentiful.     Excellent  beef  is  raised  here. 

C  vme  —Wild  ireese  and  duck  are  !  bundant  at  Fort  Alb.iny.  north  of  Moose 
Factory  ;  3i!,000  ijeese  are  killed  there  annually  for  provisions  for  the  Hudson's 
Hay  Company  by  the  Indians,  that  being  the  number  they  are  expected  to  furnish. 

MiNEUAi.8: — See  Dr.  Bell's  report.  I  find  him  very  conscientious  in  his 
reports.  Gypsum  abounds  at  the  mouth  of  the  Abittibi  Kiver.  I  think  then*  is 
coal  and  petroleum  on  the  river.     Iron  is  plentiful.     Mineral  sprinirs  abound. 

Sturgeon  abound  in  the  rivers  ;  and  on  the  east  coast,  :W  miles  from  shore, 
porpoises  and  all  fish  found  in  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence,  are  found  in  great 
a')Undan<!e 

I  have  no  hesitation  in  recommending  the  constraction  of  a  railway  from 
Quebec  to  James  Kay.  Indians  say  that  the  land  towards  Lake  Mistassini"  is  also 
very  level  with  a  clay  soil.  Towards  the  height  of  land  it  is  sandy  and  rocky. 
Some  prairies,  4  to  li  miles  wide,  without  trees,  extend  to  the  west  of  .lames  Bay, 
according  to  the  Indians  some  1200  miles. 


I  think  this  country  might  be  compared  to  Germany  in  Europe,  and  the  Fort 
Albany  district  with  Russia. 

The  climate  resembles  that  of  Kamouraska,  with  the  .same  llovvers,  wild  fruits, 
siul)  as  uoo.sebernes,  strawberries,  juniper  berrie.-  and  cranberries. 

At  Moose  Factory  there  are  some  splendid  gardens,  containing  currants, 
gooseberries  and  all  kinds  of  vegetal)les.  In  onedf  them  there  is "iin  ash  treei 
]ilaiited  ten  years  ago,  that  now  measures  i:!  inches  diameter. 

Ice  leaves  th,>  riv(>rs  about  end  of  April,  and  the  Bay  is  navigable  from  oth  to 
loih  May.     Closes  iiom  1st  to  20th  November.     The  highest  tide  is  10  feet."

Mr  .lolm  Mclnlyre  (now  of  Fort  William)  says  he  has  ripened  wheatat  Missinibi 
and  New  IJrunswick  House,  wiihm  the  above  area  1  havi'  had  experiments  made 
at  Niw  IJiuuswick  House  and  at  Norfolk. on  tlu'  .Abiltibi  IJivcr,  wiihairrcat  variety 
o!  tield  and  iiaidcn  seeds,  and  the  r"sulls  proved  lliat  this  region  is  eapable  of  ^row- 
inir  aiivlhiiiir  which  can  be  raised,  say  in  the  County  of  Kinioii>ki.

In/  — 'What  |>ropi)rtion,  approxiniat.'ly,  ol'  the  lerriiorv  in  MUcstion.  south  of 
Ivast  Mam  l.'iver  and  west  of  Lake  Misiassmi,  would  vu  consider  to  he  lit  for  settle- 
ment '  ' 

y|«.v.— From  what  can  he  seen  hy  followinir  ihe  jiriiKiipal  water-courses  and 
oerasinnal  runs  inland  I  may  say  that  over  two-tliirds  of  llic  land  area  should  he  lit  for 
oultivaliuii,  for  iiirri  art'  no  nuuuii.iiiis  of  aii\  i^ieal  cxlciil.  and  ihe  land  ifcneraiiy 
rises  in  easy  sw.-Us  from  the  lower  levels  of  the  river  beds,  and  unless  that  extensive 
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swamps  may  exist  in  the  level  plains  between  the  main  water-ways,  there  is'no 
reason  why  the  greater  part  of  the  country  would  not  be  fit  Tor  settlement  should 
climatic  conditions  prove  favorable. 

2nd. — "What  is  the  nature  of  the  soil  ? 

il«.«.— The  soil  is  chiefly  clay  or  clayey  or  sandy  loam,  with  here  and  there 
knolls  of  pure  sand  thickly  covered  with  jack  pine  wherever  the  country  has  been 
burnt. 

There  are  also  some  patches  paved  vtith  boulders,  generally  in  the  neighbor- 
hood  of  chutes  and  rapids,  but  the  proportion  of  rocky  land  is  far  less  to  the'^north 
of  thv>  St.  Lawrenci'  watershed  than  to  the  south.  I  can  s(>eak  of  this  from  my  own 
personal  knowledge  of  the  country,  for  I  have  ascended  all  the  rivers  that  dniin 
the  St.  Lawrence  slope  to  the  height  of  land  from  the  mi-ridian  of  Lake  Mistassini 
westward  to  the  Ontario  boundary,  and  I  can  safely  say  that,  as  regards  the  nature 
of  the  soil,  the  northern  slope  is  far  superior  to  the  southern. 

Srd.—"  What  is  the  nature  of  this  cliiaate  ?  and  what  about  the  snowfitll  T 

Anx,—My  explorations  in  that  region  were  chiefly  made  during  thi"  summer 
months,  from  .lune  until  October  inclusive,  and  I  did  not  experience  any  marked 
difference  between  the  climate  there  and  on  the  St.  Lawrence  slope  in  equal 
altitudes.  The  rainfall  in  my  opinion  is  greater;  but  my  assistants,  who  wintered  in 
the  neighborhood  of  Kupert  House  in  l.xOT-H  and  traversed  the  country  from  there 
to  Lake  Abittibi  in  March  and  April,  report  that  the  snowfall  is  less  than  in  the 
regions  bordering  the  IJiver  St.  Lawrence. 

Taking  a  mean  of  the  observations  of  my  party,  and  from  what  1  could  learn 
from  the  natives  and  the  Hudson  Bay  Company's  men,  I  should  say  that  the 
average  depth  of  snow  in  mid-winter  would  be  between  3  and  4  leet. 

As  you  will  see  by  the  tables  in  my  last  report  of  progress  kindly  furnished 
me  by  Mr.  Stupart.  director  of  the  Meteorological  IJureau,  Toronto,  takinsr  the  mean 
of  the  six  months  of  summer.
